AMERICAN CRUSOES, 


Bailors Cast Away on a Lonely 


Island. 


And They Had a Tough Time, Bat 


Were Finally Saved. 


New York Sun. 


Tim Italiau bark Nero F. arrived in this port 


wi Friday, after a passage of about two 
mouths from Cape Town, South Afriua. 
9h» 


brought aa passengers the cook and. two sea- 
men of the whaliujj uohoouar Pilot's Bride, 
which was wrecked on Desolation island ou the 
evening of October 2,1881. 
They were John 


Thompson, the cook, and Edward Carroll and 
John Edwards. John Thompson toW the story 
of the wreck to a reporter. 


April a7,1880, the Pilot's Bride Bailed oat of 


New London bound on a two yearn' cruise.to 
the south seas, beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope, in search of whale and other oils, and 
sealskins. She killed a sperm whale, lost three 
boats, and stove the other in a storm, and 
reached Fulier'a harbor, oa Desolation island, 
about August 17. The 1st of September found 
the schooner at Three Island Harbor, Desola- 
tion island, and on the 7th she was off Care 
Beach. Mr. Grey, the third mate, and flv» 
men were in a boat lying off the beaob, pre- 
paring to take some blubber ou board tha 
schooner. Mr. Grey, Seaman E. B. Cole, and 
two Portuguese were drowned by the upsetting 
of the boat. 


The first misfortune was soon followed by 


another. On the morning of October 1,1881, 
the crew got up anchor and; started for Fort 
Harbor, on the same island. Late in the af tar- 
noon the schooner, with everything set snug, 
was caught in a snow squall, and about dark 
was driven hard aground. Both anchors were 
let go. She pounded during the night and in 
the morning it was found that the rudder was 
gone, and that she was hard .on a reef, known 
as the rocks of despair. After dinner there 
came ou such a heavy blow that the captain or- 
dered all hands into the boats. The men man- 
aged to secure some of their clothing. They 
then pulled away for Port harbor, sin or seven 
miles distant, and in three or four hours volt 
all- safe ashore. At Port harbor a quantity of 
canvas was found. When the weather cleared 
two days later the Pilot's Bride had disap- 
peared. 


The bark Trinity, afterward wrecked oa 
Hard's island, had some time before this de- 
posited a lot of provisions at Fort harbor,:and 
Capt Fuller determined to remain there dur- 
ing the warm weather. The man were kept at 
work improving the shanty, searching for 
game, and, incidentally, at keeping tbeir scant 
supply of clothing m repair. For food they 
had an unlimited supply of flesh and birds' 
eggs. 
The tlesh of the sea elephant, when 


young, tastes much like beef, but it is coarser 
in texture. There were plenty of rabbits on 
the island and ducks and sea fowl in abund- 
ance. With a sufficient supply of hard-tack 
and Hour there waa no suffering whatever for 
food. For cooking ntenaila they bad a single 
frying-paa, and this was supplemented DJ> 
pieces of broken pots. 
Later a pot was 


brought from Norton's harbor. Every boat 
was provided with a shovel, and this was the 
most useful implement on hand. The shanty 
was made with it, soda being cut and piled up 
in shape and the whole roofed over with boards 
xrom the wreck and with oanvaa. 


The first part of tha men's clothing to give 
out was their boots. These were difficult to 
repair and the men substituted tnoooaaina 
made from the hide of tha sea elephant This 
hide is about three-quarters of an inch thick, 
and is covered with short hair. 
The men 


dried the skin and then ' shaved it dewn thin 
for use. Later they invented a flog, which 
consisted of a wooden sole f»shlonaa from 
pieces of deok plank, over which they nailed 
pieces of the thinned elephant hide, with the 
Lair out 
This made a very comfortable shoo, 


protecting the feet from sharp rooks and from 
the wot also. 


It got to be March, 1882, and they moved to 


Norton's harbor, and there established them- 
selves permanently. 
Three shanties were 


made there, one for the officers, one for the 
men, 
and one for a galley. 
i It had been noticed meantime that the cask 
of sealskins had been, removed from the place 
where it had been secured by Oapt Fuller, and 
search failed to reveal it or the persons who 
had hidden it 
In April, Seamen Timothy. 


Iteardon, John Melrose, Charles Fink, and 
three Portuguese took one of the boats one 
night and disappeared. They .were |not sgen 
again until a month, when one night the men 
heard some one prowling around the Nor- 
ton's harbor beaoh. 
Going down to the 
water's edge 
they 
found 
the 
missing 


boat The runaways were tuna caRturtdT 
For 
punishment 
they 
were 
landed 


on 
Atlas island, 
off the 
coast, 
and 


left there, being provided with a spade, a piece 
of a pot for a frying pan, and one-third of the 
flour and hard tack. Some time afterward the 
sealskins were found in Pacific Gave harbor. 
Thompson believed the skins had Keen conceal- 
ed with a hope of stealing them. 
•• On Atlas island the runaways were unable to 
agica, Having made a -boat of barrel ' staves 
and a sea elephant's hide, Beardon'aad a Por- 
tuguese escaped In it one night and cam* to 
Norton's harbor. They asked Capt Fuller to 
•take them back and send for the two other 
Portuguese. This was done, Melroee and Fink 
remaining on Atlas island alone. 
There was no hope of seeing a passing sul in 


that part of the world, and the own stated 
down to wait until the owners of the Filet's 
Bride should send out another vessel on a sim- 
ilar mission. 
Such a vessel was eventually 


sen t It was the schooner Frances Allen. She 
arrived at Desolation island September 6, ISKi. 
Such of the crew of the Pilot's Bride as wished 
to do so turned to with her crew, and she toon 
had a cargo of oil and skins. Oa January ,21 
she sailed for Cape Town, reach'ing (there Feb- 
ruary 19. Part of the wrecked orow remained 
at Cape Town. Capt Fuller and the mate* 
came on to America by way of Londen. 
Thompson and his two companions were planed 
on the Nero F., reaching here just one week 
less than three years from the day they sailed 
out of New London. They have gene on to 
New London to settle with the owners of the 
Pilot's Bride for their share .in the cargo for- 
warded from Cape Towa

Ships 1.OOO I'Yet l,on;;. 


Vessel Man in New i'ork World. 


When John Collins built what waa known as 


the Dramatic lino of Liverpool packets, from 
their namos, the Roscius, Siddons, Garriclt, 
Shoriilau and Shakspearo, it was an increase 
from (WO to l.UOO tons. 1 was a boy at that 
time, and my father boarded in St. Paul's 
Square, in Liverpool, awl I remember bear- 
ing tho captains of that day talk of this ex- 
periment, or new departure, in size. "Jolin 
Collins," they said, "had boon a very ahrewd 
man, but success had crazed him. Now, if he 
could only make men bigger tboro might be 
some seaso in building such big ships, but that 
lie can't do, and tho mea we've got now have 
all they are able to do to handle the canvas on 
our biggest ships, and what will they do ,with 
vessels of double this sizey" Thou they said: 
'"Who will ever sbipcargo in ships of tliatsiiie? 
Why, 
if his goods uajipun to bo stowed at tho 


bottom of them they need novor exwuct to see 
them out again." 


Well, in a fow years ships of 1,000 tons were 


accounted small, and to-day wo have schooners 
of that size. When ocean steamers were lirat 
proposed some of tho best informed men on 
both sides of tho Atlantic said, first, that ships 
could 'not be run across tho occiin by stoam.aud, 
second, if they could, they could never bo run 
profitably. 1 have boon laughed at because 1 
nave all along said that ships as largo as the 
Great Eastern would be qmto common in time. 
but at the advance in size that is going on from 
year to year it will not be long beforo her aize 
is attained in the ships of the regular lines. 
She was only a little ahead of her time. Hail 
tho compound engine and twin screw been dis- 
covered and applied to her slio would have 
been a success. It was not her size that caused 
her to fail, but it waa \th& application to her 
size of inadequate power. Mark my words, 
ships 1,000 foet long will be built ere. long, and 
a ship of that length, seventy foot iu width, 
would not draw too much water to coma in 
over the Sandy Hook bar. 


Where the Blue Crane I/lves. 


Mr. John L. Dnulap has returned from a 


hunting expedition iu Spencer county, Ken- 
tucky. The only trophy he brought back with 
him was a gigantic blue crane, which measured 
five foot from tip to tip, and was exactly six 
feet in height Mr. Dunlap tells a very curi- 
ous story of a resort of these cranes. 
About 


two miles from Taylorsville is an island in 
Sayre's creek whoso area is perhans tun 
acres. 


Tho island is a favorite haunt of these pecul- 


iar birds, who annually resort there for the 
purpose of rearing their young. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the crane is a wading bird it 
builds its neat in the tallest treea it can rind. 
The island is not cleared up, but is covered 
with gigantic sycamores towering eighty or 
ninety feet in height, and the loftiest of these 
: are selected by them for their nests. One of 
the trees has twenty-eight neats upon its top- 
most branches, and another has twelve. The 
nesta are rude, ugly structures, built in a 
slovenly manner of sticks, leaves and twigs, 
and are 
guarded jealously by the 
birds 


throughout the breeding season. 


The cranes have been in tho habit of resort- 


ing to this island for a term of years beyond 
tho memory of the oldest inhabitant Here 
they have been left undisturbed, until it baa 
become a royal domain on which nothing else 
of the feathered tribe dare intrude. The si- 
lence of centuries brooda over the primeval 
forest, unbroken save by the flapping of their 
wings, or it may be the chance snot of the wan- 
dering sportsman. 
The stream for miles 


around is frequented by flocks of the birds 
who here seem to lose, at least for a time, their 
solitary instincts, and become eociable and 
gregarious. They leave annually about the first 
of September, returning the first of April, and 
have been doing so for years and years. Their 
number upon the island ia almost incredible, 
and old citizens of that country say it must be 
fully 1,000 perhaps much inoro.

It waa characteristic of the man that while he 
imagined himself to bo a purist in tho writing 
of English, and prepared a list of errors which 
were to be rigorously excluded from the col- 
umns of his newspaper, his private letters, and 
published writings were thickly strewn with 
solecisms which had escaped his imperfectly 
instructed eye. 
Few men whose judgment 


upon the matter is deserving of respect will 
deny-that the journal with which his name is: 
associated was leas skillfully edited under Mr. ' 
Bryant's guidance, than it subsequently was in 
the hands of his son-in-law, or than it now ia 
under the present management The author of 
'"ThanatopsiB" was never able to give his news- 
paper a largo circulation, but its advertise- 
ments proved lucrative, and his profits from 
this source ultimately brought him a hand- 
some income.

ANDBBSONVILLE TO-DAY. 


The Peaceful Home of Many Thou- 
sand Union Martyrs. 
Letter to Cincinnati Journal 


Anderson is the name of a station 


on the Southwestern Railroad, about 
sixty miles from Macon. It is noth- 
ing but a railroad station, and the 
only thing that characterizes the 
spot is the immense Union cemetery 
of some twenty acres, over which 
floats the star-spangled banner. The 
cemetery is constructed on the spot 
where the prisoners were buried, and 
the trenches were dug with such pre- 
cision and regularity that the soldiers 
were not disturbed, but allowed to 
remain as their comrades interred 
them, working under the watchful 
eye and fixed bayonets of the Geor- 
gia Home Guard. 


The cemetery is surrounded by a 


stout wall, with an iron gate, and is 
under the supervision of a superin- 
tendent, who lives on the grounds. 
It is a plain spot 
There is not 


much attempt made to ornament this 
city of our martyred dead. It would 
take a great deal of even such influ- 
ence as plants and flowers possess to 
dispel the melancholy memories that 
haunt this hill in the pine woods of 
Southern Georgia. There are actu- 
ally buried on this elevation -13,715 
men. 
The soldier whose identity 


was preserved by his comrades is 
marked in his resting place by a 
white marble stone rising ten inches 
above the ground. A square marble 
block with the word "Unknown" on 
it is repeated about 1,000 times in 
the cemetery. 


Part of the stockade is still stand- 


ing. There are two rows of trees— 
one inside the other. The outer row 
has fallen down, save a few posts 
here and there, but a large part of 
the inner wall still stands. Trees 
have grown up around the old pen, 
and a thick growth of underbrosh 
now covers the site of the prison. No 
traces of the famous broolc that ran 
through the stockade remain, nor of 
the wonderful well dug by the pris- 
oners. It is all now a mild and 
peaceful section of the country. Many 
of the soldiers in the cemetery have 
handsome headstones lifted to their 
memory by friends in the North, and 
efforts are frequently made to have 
certain graves "kept green" with 
flowers and shower pot.

into a River, 


A Steamer Blown Up in California 


—Eight Killed and Many, Mis- 


sing—The Criminal

train on the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific ICallroad went through the bridge over 
the I)u Pago River, tboutelRht miles from 
thi* citv, wrecked seven cars, fatally In- 
juriug one ol the train hands, and 
badly 
hurtlni; several 
passengers. It appears 


from the btory of the conductor, William 
O'Mara. that"the train was an hour behind 
time, and was running at a rapid rate. 
"When the bridge was reached the engine 
and two cars had passed over it in safety, 
when the truck under one of the cars gave 
way, throwing the car heavily on the tim- 
bers of the bridge, causing- the kpuDi to go 
down, throwing seven c»r§ into the river, 
below, a distance of about fifty feet. 
The 


engine, which had passed over in safety, 
and getting assistance went back at once to 
the BCCIIO of the accident. 
The cars were 


found badly wrecked, one of the passenger 
coaches 


STOOD ON END, 
having sunk about ten feet in the water. 
The passengers who were in this carclimb- 
ed up to the top by means of the seats, and 
there awaited the rescuing party. It was 
at first thought that one of the passenger* 
named Burns, had drowned, but this ru- 
mor has not as yet been verified. The pai- 
beniUTs were taken from their uncomforta- 
ble positions to the end of the bridge, 
where the relief train was working. The 
train was about to pull out when che con- 
ductor failed to find John Mellon, one of 
tie brakemen. Search was made and the 
poor fellow was found wedged in between 
two cars, nearly frozen by the cold water 
that was up to his neck. The rescued pas- 
etngers and the injured wro conveyed to 
this cltv and taken to the fc mplttl, where it 
is biipposed one of them will die. 


A Terrible Boiler Explosion. 


SAX FRANCISCO, Cal., May 26.—A ter- 


rible boiler explosion occurred yesterday 
morning on the river steamboat Pilot, on 
the trip from Petaluma 
to this city, by 
which ten persons were killed and as many 
more injured. The accident occurred near 
Lakevllla. Sonoma county. Tbepilot, who 
was in the wheel house, saw a terrible up- 
heave! forward, followed » few seconds la- 
ter by a loud explosion. The smoke-stack 
was hurled to a great distance, the boat ca- 
reened to starboard, and then drifted to- 
ivard the bank of the river, within & iihort 
distance of which she si-.nk. The accident 
was seen from Donahue's Landing, and 
small boats were at once dispatched to the 
scene with surgeons lint and bandages. 
Low fares on this line had led to extensive 
patronage, and it is estimated that at least 
thirty persons were on board, although the 
usual number is not over ten. The scene 
at tlie disaster is said to be heartrending, 
us several fainted with children on boa.a, 
and the bcreams of the injured were pitiful 
to hear. Although the boat was blown to 
pieces the stern of the boat was uninjured, 
and those who were not killed were trans- 
fen cd to the shore in small boats and taken 
on a special engine to Petaluma.

in Wheat. 


BUNKER HILL, III.. May 26.— The farm- 
ers are blue over the wheat prospect. Tlie 
ravages of the Hessian fly are discernible. 
As many as six have been found In a single 
stool of the cereal. The Gazette last week 
called the attention of our farmers to the 
"wheat bulb worm," described by the 
State Entomologist, and a number o"f ro- 
spomible farmers examined their wheat 
and found the pest. It is described by tbe 
State Entomologist to be a smooth, blender 
and pale green grub, about one-((iiarter of 
an inch in length, without distinct head or 
feet, tapering almost to a point at the ante- 
rior end and slightly narrowed but thicker 
at the other. At the pointed end two 
curved blank hooks may ue seen, working 
actively backward as long as the larvie is 
alive. These are tbe jaws, and are used 
for scraping awuy tbe substance of the 
plant. 
It ib described further by the 
Entomologist. It is a new insect enemy of 
winter wheat in central and southern Illi- 
nois.

THEY OUUHr TO BE HUNG. 


More About the Strolling Lightning Rod 


Swindlers. 


Farmers cannot be warned too f requent- 


y not to have anything to do with irre- 
sponsible lightning rod men. They are 
working Illinois this spring most eucceas- 
'ully. They got in their work recently 
n Menard county, and now the latest de- 
velopments come from McLean county. 
Better patronize responsible lightning 
rod dealers in your own county and be 
on the safe side. The Bloomingtou Pan- 
tagrapU thus tells of the experience of 
victims near that city : " Mr. Ephraim 
Stotler, an aged farmer, 78 years old, who 
lives three miles northeast of Hudson, 
came to tho city last evening and made 
complaint that he had been swindled out 
of $262 by a gang of lightning-rod men, 
and he says that his neighbor, Mr. A. S. 
Weeks, on Wednesday was gulled to the 
amount of nearly $1,000 in the same man- 
ner that he was. The game that the ras- 
cals play IP an old dodge, and if the farm- 
ers would heed the warning heretofore 
given they wonld not be gulled by the 
rascals. One man, well dressed, and a 
very sleek talker, goes in advance. On 
Wednesday he appeared at Mr. Stotler's 
and wanted to put a lightning-rod on his 
bam. He said that he had rodded Mr. 
Week's barn for $10, and he would rod 
hia for $6.40. Mr. Stotler, who is quite 
infirm, confided in the integrity of the 
peddler, and deeming the price very cheap 
he consented that the rods might be put 
up, and the next thing was to sign the 
contract, and Mr. Stotler thought that he 
was signing a specific contract for a rod 
for $6.40. The next day three large men, 
strangers, appeared to put up the rod. 
They produced a contract with Mr. Stot- 
ler's name signed to it, in which the ped- 
dlers were to put up what rods they 
deemed sufficient and Mr. Stotler was to 
pay 87^ cents per foot for the rod, $4 
each for*the points and $4 each for orna- 
mental balls. They put on the building 
260 feet of rod, five points and five balls, 
and the bill footed up $262. Mr. Stotler 
protested against the fraud, but by their 
threats he was induced to pay $60 in cash 
and give his note tor $202. The job of 
work really was worth $40, providing 
they put up the best ot material. Mr. 
Stotler has given notice that the note was 
obtained by fraud." 


THE DUNKABDS' LOVE FEAST. 


A Peculiar People Participating in a Pe- 


culiar Form of Worship. 


A large delegation of Dnnkards resid- 


ing near Cerro Gordo, east of Decatur a 
few miles, are now in Kansas, attending 
the annual love-feast of the society. They 
have been there a week. In the eastern 
part of the country the Duukards have 
congregated at Ephrata, Pa., where there 
are 4,000 iu attendance. The love-feast 
proper, which lasts two days, was con- 
cluded yesterday. At Ephratd the base- 
ment of the building where the services 
were held was used as a dining room, and 
;he garret as a sleeping apartment, fur- 
nished with bedsteads and cradles a cen- 
;nry old. Discourses were delivered by 
a dozen ministers. The ordinances of 
'eet-washing and the Lord's Supper were 
observed. Dinner and supper, consisting 
of roaat beef, bread and apple-butter, 
sickles and red beets were furnished, also 
;he horse-feed for nearly 1,000 horses. 
Twelve tubs were used in washing the 
"eet The love-feast was spread on thir- 
»en long pine tables in the main audi- 
ence room, and consisted of soup, lambs' 
meat and bread and butter. Every four 
jersons ate with spoons from one large 
x>wl. After that the bishop gave a holy 
dss to the brother nearest him, and that 
irother kissed the next one and so on till 
Lhe same greeting had passed around to 
all. Unleavened bread was then, broken 
and wine drunk. All the women wore 
white caps and black dresses, and tho 
men wore broad-brimmed hats and cuta- 
way coato.
